“Germany’s army is the connecting

“Institutions have been torn down 
or are being shaken, which for centur- 
iec constituted a vital part of our na­ 
tion. But the German soldier 
must 
realize that he is an essential part of 
a vital limb of the nation’s body. 
“Germany’s statesmen are faced by 
an extremely difficult problem. They 
are compelled to defend Germany's 
foreign interests without being back­ 
ed by a powerful military 
organiza­ 
tion such as 
the 
representatives of 
other nations have behind them.

and 
become the powerless victim of fore­ 
ign exploitation if the opposing ele­

held down by force. The Reichs army 
must stand above party politics and 
consider everyone an enemy who dare 
to attack the &tate and its constitu­ 
tion.

pression by hard work, she must have 
a strong army supported by the will 
of the pepole.

MORE THAN 210 VA­ 
RIETIES OF BIRD 
LI F IN OZARK S 


Fayetteville, Ark.—More than 240 
species of game and land birds are 
now to be found in the 
Ozark 
hill 
country. 
Among the song birds incu­ 
bation usually requires from 10 to 18 
days, but mating, nest building and 
rearing of young usually account for 
a t least six additional weeks. 
While the great majority of 
the 
bird life of the Ozark falls within the 
general category of land birds, 
the 
various species show markedly dif­ 
ferent taste in the selection of nest­ 
ing places. 
There are a few forest 
birds, such as vireos, 
downy 
wood 
peckers, pileated woodpeckers, 
fly­ 
catchers, and veries which nest 
in 
dense wroodlands. But a greater num­ 
ber of Ozark songsters prefer open 
woods or shaded pasture lands, as is 
the mockingbird, robin, orchard oriole, 
bluejay, brown thrasher and warb­ 
lers. 
Still other songsters such 
as 
catbirds, cardinal, blue-winged w ar­ 
blers, gold-finehes, blue grosbeaks, in­ 
digo buntings and 
towhees 
perfer 
nesting in thickets. 
As a result, with bird families hav­ 
ing gayly colored m a l e s , the female 
birds do all the incubating, while 
in 
species where male and female birds 
are colored approximately alike, both 
sexes take turn about at setting, the 
male bird working the day shift and 
the female the night. 
There are, however, many excep­ 
tions to this rule. 
Male wrens, for 
example, will have no part in the toils 
of setting. 
In the instance of hawk3 
and owls the female bird does all the 
incubation. Quail observe a painstak­ 
ing division of home labor, and it fre­ 
quently happens that the mother quail 
is killed and the male bird finishes the 
hatching and raising of the family.

Dr. W. J. Baerg, professor of ento­ 
mology at the University of A rkan­ 
sas, points out that one or two 
va­ 
rieties of hawk feed upon poultry and 
wild birds. 
These are the 
chicken 
hawk and the Cooper hawk, common­ 
ly known as the blue darter. 
There 
are at least a dozen other varieties 
of hawks to be found in the Ozarks, 
most of them habitual feeders upon 
rabbits, 
rats, 
chipmunks,

ially more good than harm. 
Owls are likewise a highly bene­ 
ficial bird.

GERMANS TOLD ARMY 
MUST BE KEPT ALIVE 


Berlin, June 13.—The arm y Is the 
m irror of a nation and its generation. 
The German arm y must remain the 
symbol of the S tate and stand aloof 
of all politics. 
In a statem ent issued to the officers 
of the German arm y by the Reichs- 
wher m inistry, the German soldier is 
described as the bulwark of the 
na­ 
tion which would be plunged into Civil 
W ar and become the defenseless vic­ 
tim of foreign exploitation if he did 
not exist. 
The m inistry declares: 
“Germany’s arm y is the connecting 
link between a glorious past and 
a 
present filled w ith difficulties and in­ 
numerable problems. 
“Institutions have been torn down 
or are being shaken, which for centur- 
iec constituted a vital part of our na­ 
tion. But the German soldier 
must 
realize that he is an essential part of 
a vital limb of the nation’s body. 
“Germany’s statesm en are faced by 
an extrem ely difficult problem. They 
are compelled to defend Germ any’s 
foreign interests without being back­ 
ed by a powerful m ilitary 
organiza­ 
tion such as 
the 
representatives of 
other nations have behind them. 
‘But Germany would be plunged in­ 
to chaos and endless civil 
war 
and 
become the powerless victim of fore­ 
ign exploitation if the opposing ele­ 
ments within the nation 
were 
not 
held down by force. The Reichs army 
must stand above p arty politics and 
consider everyone an enemy who dare 
to attack the §tate and its constitu­ 
tion. 
“Germany’s m ost necessary element 
of power is the Reichs arm y. If Ger­ 
many is to build herself up 
again 
and free herself of poverty and 
op­ 
pression by hard work, she m ust have 
a strong arm y supported by the will 
of the pepole. 
"The Reichs arm y 
m ust 
actively 
participate in leading the nation 
out 
of the debris of a lost war into a new 
future”.

Marshall, Mo., Jana 15.—The Board 
of Public Works of this city of more 
than 5000 population has ordered a

cents to 6% cents a kilowatt hour, In 
the rates for electric light and power 
furnished by the 
municipally-owned 
plant. This reduction, the seventh to 
be made by the city since the estab­ 
lishment of the plant, is attributed to 
economies made possible by new ma­ 
chinery, which has been installed at a 
cost of $220,000. The saving to con­ 
sumers will approximate $28,000 
year. 
The new rates will be effective on 
bills payable August 1. The minimum 
charge for light current will be 50 
cents a month. After the first 8 kilo­ 
watt hours the rate will be graduat­ 
ed from 6 cents for the next 392 kil­ 
owatt hours to 5 cents for 600 and 
cents for more than 1000. 
For composite or combination rates 
for both light and power the minimum 
charge is $2 for 40 kilowatt hours, 
cents per hour for the next 160 and 3 
cents for all over 200.

HISTORY OF LIONISM 


Lionism, as the world knows it to­ 
day, originated in the mind of Melvin 
Jones of Chicago in the year 1914. He 
was a leader in a band of associated 
business clubs, 
and the inspiration 
came to him that the only way the 
clubs could accomplish anything in a 
large way was to form an association, 
national or international in scope. 
In that year of 1914 Melvin Jones 
sent letters to all business luncheon 
clubs of the United States which were 
not affiliated with some central body, 
asking their officers to consider such 
an association. The seed thus sown 
germinated, but it was three years 
before the actual work of forming an 
association could be taken up. 
It was in May, 1917, that the Busl 
ness Circle of Chicago, a gathering of 
business clubs of which Meivin *Joner 
was secretary, issued a formal call for 
a meeting to consider a permanent as 
sociation, national in scope. 
That meeting was held in Chicago, 
June 7, 1917. About twenty delegates 
attended, representing more than fifty 
clubs. They met at the Hotel La Salle 
and adopted a resolution under which 
the International Association of Lions 
Clubs was organised, and a call issued 
for a national convention to be held at 
Dallas, Texas, October 9-11, 1917. It 
was, therefore, on June 7, 1917, that 
the 
International 
Association 
of 
Lions Clubs came into being. 
Meantime, in the three years which 
hal elapsed between the sending out 
of the first letter by Melvin Jones, and 
the formation of a national associa­ 
tion, a number of 
individual clubs 
were organised, some under the name 
“Lions”, some under other names. In 
the summer of 1915 there was found­ 
ed in San Antonio, Texas, the 
first 
Lions Club. 
Later, Lions Club were 
formed in Galveston, Houston, Dallas, 
Fort Worth, Waco, Austin, Abilene, 
Greenville and San Angelo, Texas;

At the first annual convention, held 
at Dallas on October 9-11, 1917, the 
formal organization of the associa­ 
tion, with accredited delegates in at­ 
tendance, was completed.
